The Hornet Foundation management is more concerned with 
maintaining reserve funds and making profits than being responsive 
to students, an informed source told the State Hornet 

The Hornet Foundation's concern for funds is forcing the 1,000 
Residence Hall students to pay into the foundation § general fund ser 
ving 22,000 students and faculty, said the source, who declined to be 
identified 

Hornet Foundation Director Dale Brostrom agreed with the source 
that the objective of the Foundation’s management is to realize a five 
percent margin of excess set by the Board of Directors. and then to set 
board rates to acheive that end result ' Brostrom said however, the 
foundation must maintain a sound financial Situation in order to make 
physical improvements and better serve the students 

Brostrom also said that the residence hall Students pay into the 
general fund because 1975-19 ning Commons losses were 
underwritten from other foundation entities which include vending 
Operations, bookstore, the entire food servi € and investment income

Reaction to the proposed ASI newspaper from 
certain faculty members of the Journalism and 
Communications Studies Departments was 
decidedly negative, with the incompatability of 
press freedom and government control the most 
common criticism. 

“It was the silliest idea | ever heard of,” said Com- 
munications Studies Professor Leland Nichols 
about his initial reaction to the proposal, before he 
read it 

“After | went through it,” he continued, ‘| decided 
it was not only silly, but it was vicious and without 
any merit whatsoever.” 

Nichols recalled his experiences with student 
government vs. campus newspaper battles as a 
student at UCLA in 1947 and said he was ‘bored to 
death with student governments that continue to 
battle the newspaper by trying to take it over.” and 
called such an effort ‘a fundamental! principle of fas- 
cism 

Referring back tothe proposal, Nichols calied the 
idea of a student government publishing its own 
newspaper “ludicrous " Student government has an 
obligation to inform the campus about its programs 
he said, not the free press. No more so. he added 
than the Los Angeles Times !s obligated to promote 
the government's programs. 

“Government ought not to be in the news 
business,” said Nichois. “No government ought 
to publish any kind of publication which purports to 
be a newspaper | don't think the ASI ought to run 
counter to 200 years of the American principle of the 
separation of press and state” 

Nichols said the proposed newspaper would bea 
form of “news management in conflict with the 
Hornet,” and termed the proposal “iminoral 
Newspapers, he said, should serve as investigative 
arms of the public rather than advertising or market- 
ing agents 

Nichols suggested that the ASI might more effec- 
tively reach its constituents through computer - as- 
sisted direct mail 

“The Hornet is not the only way we have of reach- 
ing students.” Nichols concluded 

Journalism Chair William Dorman likened 
proponents of the proposed newspaper to people 
who, because they did not like the music of acertain

Gibson added ‘This allows fora 
minority of the senators to deter- 
mine how $750,000 is going to be 
allocated on this campus. | think 
that’s a travesty, | think that's 
ridiculous.” 

After more than an hour of 
heated debate, the senate decided 
on a simple majority of total board 
members in order to override the 
president's veto of a budget. The

Dorman said representatives from the ASI were 
weicome to recruit from journalism classes, but said 
he expected that most students would still turf to the 
Hornet for the accredited experience of putting 
together a newspaper 

Journalism Professor Dean Robertson had some 
very strong criticism for the proposal

Robertson agreed with Dorman’s statement that 
the Journalism department would never accredit the

Senate opinion split on publication plans

Reaction from certain Associated Students. Inc 
senators to the proposed AS! newspaper was more 
varied than that from the Journalism department 

At one end of the spectrum was outright op- 
position 

No way in the world would | vote for a full 
newspaper, AS! Business Senator Mark Armstrong 
told the Hornet Wednesday, remarking that 
newspapering was ‘too intensive in terms of time 
and capital’ to efficiently get ASI's publicity across 
and suggested alternatives leaflets, flyers

Recalling his own experience on another campus 
newspaper, Armstrong said that producing a 
newspaper at all was difficult and that producing a 
good newspaper would require more than just en- 
thusiasm.
